of the Canadian West | 

Mr. A. D. Penny, editor of “Farm | 
Life,” Chicago, writes his impressions | 
of the Canadian West as follows: | 


“Mixed Farming Chances.” “While. 
grain raising, that is to say, wheat 
raising, will probably remain for a 


long time to come, the chief product | 
of Canadian farms, nevertheless, | was | 
most favorably impressed with the | 
opportunities open to the man who}!

I believe that with the pos- 
sibilities for economical meat produe- 
tion, which this country appears to 
possess, the greater profits will be 
found in beef and pork productions 
and dairying.

This issue is the last of the Stan- 
dard that will appear during the 
year 1913, and it is theretore not out 
of place at ihe present time to take 
a short retrospect of the year 

There will be no doubts in the 
minds of all our readers excepting 
those who have been more than 
ordinarily untertunate in their busi- 
ness, or those who have been over- 
takenjby some special calamnity, that 
the year 1913 has been a good one. 
Most of us are not so prosperous 
yet as we would like to be, but that 
is not the fault of the present year, 
but of the two that have preceded 
it, which were not so good from a 
crop standpoint as early expectations 
promised. 

THE CROP 

In Westers; Canada the grain 
crop is the main revenue producer 
and the prosperity or ctherwise of 
the country depends upon it, The 
crop of 1913 has been a good one 
in almost every section of the West 

It was not a bumper one, though 
there were some good yields harvest- 
ed, a number ot which we mention- 
ed during the progress of the 
threshing season, but if the farmer 
could depend upon years like the 
one which is passing he would soon 
be on easy street. The yield of 
grain was a good average, and the 
quality was extra good, most of the 
wheat being No 1 and 2. A fine 
dry fall caused threshing to be 
cleaned up throughout the Strath- 
more district within two months 
tme, and the same cause has also 
operated to prevent a grain block- 
ade in the process of transportation. 
The only bad feature of the grain 
season this year was the poor prices 
paid, but this is a condition which 
we believe can be remedied through 
legislation, or by the combination 
of the furmers themselves 

MIXED FARMING 

The past year has seen a great 
extension of the mixed farming in- 
dustry in this district, the number 
of livestock having more than 
doubled during the last eighteen 
months, and we are infomed on 
good authority that this district has 
a bigger proportion of livestock per 
head than some other districts in 
the Southern part of the province, 
which have been settled tora mnch 
longer period, The increase is still 
continuing 

TOWN CONDITIONS 

In the town of Strathmore condi- 
tions have been good, though 
there has not been as much growth 
as during the earlier years of the 
town, probably owing to the finan- 
cial stringency which has decrease 
building returns all through the 
West. At the same time, condi- 
tions have been anything but stag- 
nant, and a considerable amount of 
building has been done, while the 
merchants as a general rule report 
business es better this year than it 
has ever been, and that a large 
proportion of cash is being paid. 

When we state that there is hardly 
an unoccupied dwelling in the town 
at the present time it furnishes a 
good indication that the town is 
still going ahead. 

WEATHER

SCHOOL MATTERS 


Strathmore School has put in a 
good year’s work. There are now 
almost 150 children on the register, 
and the probability is that a fourth 
teacher will soon have to be added 
to the staff. ; 

Among the rural school districts 
the situation is not so bright. Some 
ot the schools are at present closed 
down the reasons given being a 
scarcity of competent teachers and 
unsuificient assessment, due to 
C.P.R. land exemptions and rever- 
sions. The solution of the problem 
appears to lie in adopting the con- 
solidated school system, under 
which better education can be given 
at less expense than at present. It 
certain that something — will 
have to be done, as it is a scandal 
that muny children are at the pre- 
sent time not receiving an education 
at all.

The outlook for the year 1914 is 
very bright, and Strathmore district, 
although only settled from §six to 
three years ago, will soon be one of 
the best developed farm districts in 
the province. 


“Answers” and the 
Ready-Made Farms 
Near Strathmore 


The following is part of an in- 
teresting article dealing with the 
Namaka ready-made farm colony, 
two-and-a-half mles east of 
Strathmore, which appeared in 
‘‘Answers” issue of November 29. 
‘‘Answers” is one of the Harm- 
worth syndicate newspapers, is 
published in London, England, 
and has a circulation of over one 
million copies per week. 

After speaking of the advant- 
ages of mixed farming as com- 
pared with straight grain rais- 
ing, the article goes on as fol- 
lows:— 

Now, there are improved farts 
of sorts. With the idea inmy mind 
that iit s better to gointo a sort ot 
partnership with the seller of the 
farm than to buy straight out, 
and perhaps find out aft rwards 
that you have been “stung,” I 
decided to investigate the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway's ‘*Ready 
made Farm” scheme. 

With that end in view, I went 
to Strathmore, in Alberta, and at 
the Namaka Colony, three miles 
from that town, I found three 
typical British settlers, whose 
Opinions may be useful to intend- 
ing emigrants, 

I came across the first 
he was busy vetting in hay. He 
told me that his name was 
George Rich, and that he came 
out about eighteen months pre- 
viously from the neighbourhood 
of Bridgwater. It was not his 
own land he was working on, he 
said but that of an American 
setder, whose nay he and his 
neighbour Hawkins were getting 
in on sharing terms. 

He informed methat he hadonly 
£150 capital when he arrived at 
Strathmore, but he had taken up 
the land in partnership with his 
brother-in-law, who also had 
money, and he had moreover, 
paid £52 10s. before leaving 
England. He and his brother-in 
law did not agree, and **Jack” 
had pulled out and gone home- 
steading in the neighbourhood 
of Red Deer, while he himself 
had given up the farm they first 
took and now had one of forty- 
eight acres. He expressed him- 
self as being highly satisfied with 
the treatment he had received 
from the C.P.R. and said he had 
found that the company will go 
to great lenghs in helping settlers 
who show that they are willing to 
help themselves. 


MIXED FARMING 


Mr Rich is not in favor of men 
embarking upon farming with- 
out previous experience; but he 
expressed the opinion that any- 
one who would work on a mixed 
farm for a couple of years could 
gain as much knowledge of farm- 
ing as is necessary. 

‘*What a man wants for mixed 
farming,” he said, ‘tis a wife 
who is used to a farm. A good 


when 
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| dairywoman is quite as good asa 
man on a farm. There is a wo- 
man over there that you ought to 
go and see. She is a regvlar 
hustler. If I had a wife like that 
I could make my fortune. 

‘* And what kind of wife have 
you got, Mr Rich?” I asked, 

‘*None at all, I ain’t good-look- 
ing enough,” he replied. 

Mr Rich certainly did not look 
as if he was spoiled with the fat- 
al gift of beauty, but the mosqui- 
toes had been at him, and they 
don’t improve one’s looks. I 
rather think he could get that 
good dairywoman if he wanted tot 

I asked Mr Rich how he feit 
the winter, and he said that he 
did not teel the cold any more. 
than at home. His stock consists 
of eight cows, a team of mares 
and a colt, thirty hogs, and some 
fowls—Barred Plymouth Rocks. 
The Demonstration Farm buys all 
egysandcream from himand other 
settlers in the colony, paying at 
the present time I was there, 
thirty cents a dozen for eggs and 
forty centsa pound for cream. | 
saw Mr Rich's last monthy 
statement for cream sold, and 
found that the amount was twenty 
two dollars, twenty-two cents. 

The settlers in the colony take 
it in turns to cart the daily yield 
ot eggs and cream down to the 
C. P. Rt farm. 


FOLLOWING HOME 


METHODS 
“Tell anybody that comes out 
here not to harken to them 


machinery fellers.” said Mr Rich 
finally, ‘It's a great mistake 
that is made by most of the peop- 
le that start farming out here. If 
you once get in them chap's 
clutches you never get out. I 
bought most of my stuff at sales 
and don't owe for anything.” 

Then Mr J. H. Hawkins drove 
up in a wagon, and I cross-exam- 
incd him, He had been in Can- 
ada for twelve months, coming 
from Glastenbury, Somerset, 
where he had been dairy farming. 
He never handled a plough in his 
life until he came to Namaka; dut 
in regard to dairy farming he has 
found that he has not had to un- 
learn a lot. He thinks that gen- 
eral farming can do very weil in 
Canada by following home meth- 
ods; but that experience in grain 
growing in the British Isles is of 
very little use in Canada. 

His farm cost $40 an acre for irri- 
gable land, and $a5 an acre for the 
part that is non irrigable, the total 
cost being $5,800. He paid £35 
deposit before leaving England, and 
undertook to pay off the balance in 
ten years, but thecompany has since 
extended the term to twenty years, 
which he thinks very easy terms in- 
deed. is capital on arrival at 
Strathmore amounted to two 
thousand dollars clear, and his stock 
consists of nine cows and a well 
bred bull, thirty hogs, anda hun- 
dred head of poultry, mostly Barred 
Plymouth Rocks. He has a tew 
Brown Leghorns, but finds they are 
not adapted for the country 

FOR QUEEN VICTORIA 

He farms some eighty-five acres, 
and gave it as his opinion that more 
money could be made out of a farm 
of this size by intensive farming 
than out of a whole section of 640 
acres at grain tarming; but this 
only applies to districts where the 
mixed farmer has a good market 
as at Namaka. Me Hawkins told 
me that he livedon the farm where 
the big cheese, weighing over a ton, 
that was presented to Queen Vic- 
toria was made, and that his mother 
helped to make it, He alse said 
that he bas read ‘‘Answers” ever 
since he has been able to read any- 
thing. 

After leaving these two contented 
immigrants I went up the road and 
found two more. These were Mr 
R. J. Grayston, from Heveningham 
Suffolk, and his wife the ‘‘hustliag’ 
lady. 

Mr Grayston, so he told me, was 
at one time an agricultural imple- 
ment smith, but he knew a lot 
about farming, of course. He has 
a grown up son and others growing 
up, sohe has taken two farms of 
51 and 65 acres. His capital on 
arrival at Strathmore amounted to 
£400, and he found it sufficient, 
though he has built a granary that 
cost $500 tor lumber, 

He reckons that his hogs and 
steers will easily pay for the farm, 
and that he can make a good living 
and abit over out of his cows and 
poultry. Only a month prevously he 
seld sixteen fat hogs and made 
$300 out of them; but per contra, 
he inst sixteen chickens by storm a 
month before that 

He emigrated deliberately, al- 
though he was making a geod liv- 
ingin England and he has never 
regretted doing so, The Graystons 
have eleven cows. four yearlings, 
seven calves, eight sows, a boar, 
fourty four young pigs, a horse and 
two mares, besides a lot of poultry 

These were the only settlers } 
interviewed in the Namaka Colony 
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as they took up all the time I had 
at my disposal. I imagine that 
they fairly represent the gener- 


al class for | made no selection, and 
my meeting with this particular 
three was dueto mere chance. 

There is no distance between the 
green and white houses of this 
settlement, so there is no loneliness 
nor any other of the drawbacks to 
life on the prairie.

HE secret of properly cooked rice 
lies in an abundance of rapidly 
boiling wrter.
